Postal Service Mulls Major Cuts 


Financially troubled 
agency could shutter 
3,653 local branches 


Washington 

The Postal Service is considering 
closing more than 1 in 10 of its 
retail outlets. 

The financially troubled agen- 
cy announced Tuesday that it will 
study 3,653 local offices, branch- 
es and stations for possible closing. 
But many of those may be replaced 
by what the service is calling Vil- 
lage Post Offices, in which postal 
services are offered in local stores, 
libraries or government offices. 

“It’s no secret that the Postal 
Service is looking to change the 
way we do a lot of things,” Postmas- 
ter General Patrick Donahoe said at 
a briefing. “We do feel that we are 
still relevant to the American pub- 
lic and the economy, but we have to 
make some tough choices.” 

Most of the offices that face 
review are in rural areas and have 
low volumes of business. As many 
as 3,000 post offices have only two 
hours of business a day even though

they are open longer, said postal 
vice president Dean Granholm. 

Coming under review doesn’t 
necessarily mean an office will 
close. The post office announced 
in January it was reviewing 1,400 
offices for possible closing. So far 
280 have been closed and 200 have 
finished the review process and 
will remain open. 

Once an office is selected for a 
review, people served by that office 
will have 60 days to file their com- 


ments. If an office is to be closed, 
they will be able to appeal to the 
independent Postal Regulatory 
Commission. 

“Today’s announcement is a 
step in the right direction. There 
are, however, many difficult deci- 
sions ahead that must be made to 
improve operations, reduce costs, 
and return the Postal Service to 
financial solvency,” commented 
Rep. Darrell Issa, R- Calif., chair- 
man of the House Oversight and 


Government Reform Committee, 
which has jurisdiction over the 
Postal Service. 

Over the last four years, the 
Postal Service, which does not 
receive tax funds for its operations, 
has cut its staff by about 130,000 
and reduced costs by $12 billion 
in an effort to cope with the loss 
of first-class mail to the Internet 
and the decline in advertising mail 
caused by the recession.

Within days of the allegation, 
Democratic leaders requested a 
House Ethics Committee investi- 
gation of his conduct. Wu had said 
Monday he would not seek re-elec- 
tion, but he had come under increas- 
ing pressure to step down. 

“The well-being of my children 


must come before anything else,” 
Wu said in a statement. “With 
great sadness, I therefore intend 
to resign effective upon the resolu- 
tion of the debt- ceiling crisis. This 
is the right decision for my fami- 


ly, the institution of the House and 
my colleagues.” 

Wu is the second House Demo- 
crat in the last six weeks to be forced 
to resign as a result of a sex scandal. 
Rep. Anthony Weiner of New York 


resigned after sending lewd photos 
of himself through Twitter. 

Wu’s hometown newspaper, the 
Oregonian, reported that a Califor- 
nia woman had called Wu’s office in 
Portland and reported an unwant- 
ed sexual encounter with him at 
around Thanksgiving. The paper 
also reported that Wu told senior 
aides the sexual encounter was con- 
sensual. The woman decided not to 
press charges because there were 
no witnesses and it would have 
been her word against Wu’s. 

“It has been the greatest privi- 
lege of my life to be a United States 
Congressman,” Wu said in his res- 
ignation announcement. “Rare is 
the nation in which an immigrant 
child can become a national polit-

Study: Posting Calories on Menus Helps One-Sixth of the Time 


New York 

Like any fitness program, it works 
only if you pay attention to it. 

A new study on New York City’s 
effort to encourage healthy eating 
by posting calorie counts on menus 
shows that it worked for about one in 
six customers — or those who paid 
heed to them. Those who ignored the 
numbers or didn’t see them ordered 
whatever they wanted, regardless 
of how fattening it was. 


City health officials who con- 
ducted the study said that’s good 
news. On any given visit, customers 
who looked at the counts general- 
ly ordered about 100 fewer calories 
than those who didn’t, according 
to the results of the study pub- 
lished Tuesday in the British med- 
ical journal BMJ. 

In 2008, New York became the 
first municipality in the U.S. to 
require chain restaurants to post 
the counts. Starting next year, a 


McDonald’s is adding apples to its 
Happy Meals and launching a nutri- 
tion-focused mobile phone app as 
part of a broader health push.

Norway Slammed for Lapses 


Experts: Lax system 
in Oslo led to high 
death toll in attacks 

Oslo, Norway 

When homegrown terrorist Anders 
Behring Breivik launched his 
assault on the youth campers of 
Utoeya Island, he expected Nor- 
way’s special forces to swoop down 
and stop him any minute. 

But he was given time to kill. 

The officers of Oslo’s elite Delta 
Force, which lacks a transport 
helicopter, were rescued by civil- 
ians when their boat broke down 
en route to the isle. It took police 
more than 90 minutes to reach 
Breivik. 

“Even taking all the extenuat- 
ing circumstances into account, it 
is unforgivable,” said Mads Ande- 
nas, a law professor at the Univer- 
sity of Oslo. His 20-year-old niece 
survived the island attack. 

Those circumstances include 
that Breivik preceded his assault 
with a bomb in Oslo. When police 
finally took note of the gunman on 
Utoeya, Breivik had been shooting 
for half an hour.

On Tuesday, the lawyer for Anders Behring Breivik, the man who has con- 
fessed to Friday’s bombing and rampage in Norway that killed 76, said his cli- 
ent is likely insane and sees himself as “some kind of savior" of the Western 
world. Meanwhile, Mario Borghezio, a European parliamentarian who belongs 
to Italy’s populist Northern League party, told a mainstream Italian radio sta- 
tion that he sympathized with some of Breivik’s ideas. “Barring the violence, 
some of them are great," he said. Following a wave of near-universal revulsion 
against the attacks, the comments were among the first public statements 
that appeared to defend the extremist anti-Muslim views that drove the Nor- 
wegian to carry out the back-to-back bombing and island massacre, (ap)

In a final act of bungling, police 
on Monday revised the island death 
toll to 68, after a miscount of 86. 

As Oslo’s police sounded an 
increasingly defensive note, experts 
said Tuesday that Norway must 
learn stark lessons from a massa- 
cre made worse by a lackadaisical 
approach to planning for terror due 
to the assumption that it didn’t face 
a credible terror risk. 

Frank Cilluffo, director of the 
Homeland Security Policy Institute 
at George Washington University in 
D.C., said Norway has suffered the 
experience of all countries caught 
off guard by terror. 

“Their planners suffered a 
major failure of imagination, to 
foresee that the adversary could 
go that far,” he said. “But this is 
exactly what every counter-terror 
policy must do to be effective: to 
plan and train for worst-case sce- 
narios.”

Glimmers of a deal 
emerge within the

Washington 

Pitched partisan rhetoric aside, the dif- 
ferences are narrowing, not widening, 
as the divided U.S. government strug- 
gles to avert a financial default that nei- 
ther President Obama nor the leaders 
of Congress say they want. 

Which helps explain why day-old 
legislation unveiled by the House GOP 
leadership pulled off something of a 
political trifecta on Tuesday. 

Several rank-and-file conservatives in 
House Speaker John Boehner’s Republi- 
can Party attacked it from the right. 

From other points on the politi- 
cal spectrum, Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid labeled it “dead on arriv- 
al” in his Democrat-controlled cham- 
ber. And moments later, the White 
House said that if the measure some- 
how managed to clear Congress, “the 
president’s senior advisers would rec- 
ommend that he veto this bill.”

Yet the legislation also represents 
significant movement from a bill the 
House passed last week. Just as Reid 
no longer is insisting on having tax 
increases as part of any plan to cut 
deficits. 

“We have a bill that is reason- 
able and responsible,” said Boehner’s 
spokesman, Michael Steel. 

Clearly, not everyone sees it that 
way. So the crisis continues, and efforts 
to avoid a market- shattering default 




could yet falter in the run-up to an Aug. 
2 deadline. 

Meanwhile, both sides have been 
edging toward a possible deal. 

Despite calling for a “balanced 
plan,” Obama effectively jettisoned that 
goal this week when the White House 
announced he backed an approach 
by Reid that relies on $2.7 trillion in 
spending cuts and no tax increases to 
reduce deficits. 

Boehner, in his rebuttal to Obama 
on Monday night, said that in Wash- 
ington, a balanced approach means “we 
spend more, you pay more.” 

Within hours, Reid conceded tax 
increases were off the table in a way 
that suggested Republicans should con- 
cede something in exchange. 

“The Republicans have hung tight 
on no revenues. Fine,” he said. “But 
we are not going to have a short- 
term extension ... because it would 
mean that we would come back in 
early October and be right where we 


are again.” 

Earlier Monday, Boehner unveiled 
a fallback plan of his own that differed 
markedly from the one that passed the 
House last week. Readying his rank and 
file for the change, he told them it was 
“going to require some of you to make 
some sacrifices.” 

For one, it shelved a requirement for 
Congress to approve a constitutional 
balanced budget amendment as a con- 
dition for raising the debt limit. 

Both events followed a weekend in 
which senior aides to Boehner, Reid 
and Senate Republican leader Mitch 
McConnell spent hours negotiating a 
deal that could clear both houses. 

Republicans said afterward there 
was a deal; Democrats — not budging 
on the timeline debate —denied it. 

But they resolved numerous other 
issues, according to officials familiar

Index shows region 
was lone place in U.S. 
to show jump for year 

Washington 

Home prices showed slight 
improvement in May, according 
to Standard & Poor’s Case-Shiller 
home price index, but prices were 
still down when compared with 
those of May 2010. 

The Washington metropoli- 
tan area was the only place in the 
country where prices went up over 
the past year, with a 1.3 percent 
increase. Minneapolis saw the larg- 
est decrease in home prices, down 


11.7 percent since last May. 

The report, released Tuesday 
morning, found that home prices 
increased for the second month 
in a row in the report’s 10- and 
20-city estimates — up 1.1 percent 
to 153.64 and 1 percent to 139.87, 
respectively. 

Compared to last year, howev- 
er, the 10-city composite index fell 
3.6 percent, while the 20-city com- 
posite was down 4.5 percent. 

“While the monthly data were 
encouraging, most MSAs and both 
composites fared poorly in annual 
terms,” said David Blitzer, chair- 
man of the index committee at S&P 
Indices in a statement.

utive months of generally improv- 
ing prices; however, we might have 
a long way to go before we see a 
real recovery.

She’ll 
thrive in celebrity lore, avoiding the 
relative anonymity in which Lauryn Hill 
and Fiona Apple live in years after they 
won Grammys. Amy’s fans will memo- 
rialize her 20-some tracks and mimic 
her fashion senselessness, too. 

Decades from now, girls will talk 
about Amy as we do Janis. Designers 
will cite her “genius." The beehive will 
be Amy’s trademark, not Brigitte’s. 


Massive Movement 


With moombahton, Dave Nada 
has given D.C. a new sound — 
one that draws from global beats 


Music 

Move over, Duke Ellington, Chuck Brown and Ian 
MacKaye: Dave Nada is ready to shimmy into the D.C. 
music-god pantheon. Nada is the creator of “moom- 
bahton,” a bass-heavy genre spawned in 2009 that 
combines house, reggaeton and dancehall. It’s also a 
raging rump mover on the dance floor, which is why 
DJs everywhere are falling over their turntables to 
produce moombahton mixes. Now a resident of Los 
Angeles, Nada returns to D.C. Wednesday for the fifth 
“Moombahton Massive” night at U Street Music Hall, 
performing as Nadastrom with Matt Nordstrom. 

What type of audience does this mash-up of 
European, Jamaican and Latino music attract? 

It reaches a wide range of people. That’s been pret- 
ty apparent at the “Moombahton Massive.” You’ll 
see tons of young Latino kids, rave kids, mixed 
kids, white, black. It’s pretty awesome to see that. 
It’s midtempo, global bass music. 

I hear that your mom comes to the “Massive" events. 

When we threw that benefit for [early moombahton 
producer] Munchi in April, she had the great idea to 
sell her empanadas to raise money, and it was a huge 
hit. We did it again for the release party [of the “Blow 
Your Head” compilation] in June, and again they sold 
out. So, now it’s become a traditional thing. 

Is your new moombahton compilation, “Blow Your 
Head, Vol. 2," similar to hearing you D J a set? 

Sort of. With the compilation, I wanted to show the 
range of moombahton — it could be really deep and 
pretty, or really heavy — as well as the history of it. 
I featured some of the [genre’s] original edits dur- 
ing the beginning of the mix, or one of the first big 
moombahton bangers, then leading up to how it can 
develop into song-structured tracks. It’s like a full 
night of moombahton. Christopher porter

The pri- 
marily Latino crowd went 
nuts— in part because the 
track suddenly resembled 
a heavier version of reg- 
gaeton, which combines 
Jamaican dancehalland 
Latin American styles, c.p.

Stone Conies Up Roses 



For her new disc, “LP1 Joss Stone worked with producer Dave Stewart in Nashville. 


After splitting from 
her label, the British 
singer emerges with 
a fresh new sound 


Music 

Sometimes making an album 
doesn’t have to be complicated, as 
Joss Stone discovered firsthand 
this spring. The British soul sing- 
er’s fifth studio record — “LPl,” out 
this week — was recorded in just 
one week in Nashville. 

Going into the sessions, Stone 
had no idea what the results might 
be. “I never made, like, a con- 
scious effort to make an album,” 
the 24-year-old says. “I just hap- 
pened to do it because [producer] 
Dave Stewart called up and was, 
like, ‘Hey, come play.’ So I did. And 
we ended up with an album, which 
is quite handy. I like that freedom, 
and I enjoy just not having to always 
organize what’s going to happen 
next. It’s fun that way.” 

Stewart (Eurythmics, Bob Dylan, 
No Doubt, Tom Petty) is a longtime 
collaborator of Stone’s: The two ini- 
tially worked together on the “Alfie” 
soundtrack in 2004. Both Stewart 
and Stone will join Mick Jagger, 
Damian Marley and A.R. Rahman 
for the supergroup project Super- 
Heavy, set to debut this fall. But 



Stone and Stewart’s work in Nash- 
ville was solely about Stone’s get- 
ting back to making music again, 
on her own terms. 

In 2008, Stone began a legal bat- 
tle seeking her release from EMI. 
She spent the next year and a half 
publicly fighting with EMI over the 


stalled release of her fourth album, 
“Colour Me Free.” Although it was 
eventually released, the album 
underperformed, selling only 
93,000 copies, according to Niels- 
en SoundScan — a far cry from the 
commercial success she found with 
2003’s “The Soul Sessions” (981,000 
copies), 2004’s “Mind Body & Soul” 
(1.3 million) and 2007’s “Introduc- 
ing Joss Stone” (652,000). 

Stone officially split with EMI 
last year, and in January, she 
announced that she was launch-

ing her own label, Stone’d Records. 
Perhaps fittingly, “LPl” — released 
in partnership with indie Surf- 
dog Records — ushers in a fresh 
sound. 

Like her previous albums, the 
new disc centers on Stone’s full-bod- 
ied voice. At times she belts out lines 
from deep within her chest, and at 
others she’s merely whispering. But 
where her other albums trafficked 
in retro soul, “LPl” is a mashup of 
folk rock, country and soul R&B. 
Songs like “Newborn,” “Cry Myself 
to Sleep” and “Landlord” are built 
around acoustic guitar strums and 
bluesy organ riffs. 

“It is surprisingly rock-y,” Stone 
says of the project. “I’ve never done 
anything rock-y before. I don’t feel 
like it sounds country, but I feel like 
it sounds Nashville-y. That twang.

We’re All Made of Stars 



A new series explains 
the origins of life and 
the Earth's elements 


Documentary 

science Ima g ine a mind-blowing 
9:00 science series hosted by a 
handsome former-pop-star- 
turned-physicist and you’ve come 
up with Brian Cox’s “Wonders of 
the Universe.” It’s a heady trip he’s 
invited us to join, a voyage to rival 
Carl Sagan’s “Cosmos.” Cox presides 
over his series like an evangelist for 
physics and chemistry — with the 
periodic table as his bible. 

The origin of all elements and 
life itself, he explains with rever- 
ent enthusiasm, can be found in 
the stars. Make that in the death of 
stars. Stars and suns much greater 
than our own operate for billions of 
years on pretty basic fusion involv- 
ing mostly the two simplest ele- 
ments, hydrogen and helium. But 
when they run out of gas, literal- 
ly — and expand, explode and col- 


lapse upon themselves — they create 
incredible heat that fuses the more 
complex elements. And valuable 
elements, such as gold, are forged 
only in the rarest of cosmic events 
— supernovas. 

To illustrate these complex 
notions, Cox borrows from ancient 
religion and visits a shrine in Nepal 
dedicated to Shiva, the destroyer 
god, and the belief that all existence 
is a cycle of creation and destruc- 


tion. To make the implosion of stars 
seem more dramatic, he enters a 
prison in Brazil slated for demo- 
lition. But the most dramatic ele- 
ment of “Wonders” is Cox himself, 
a natural showman and a polished 
teacher with an infectious enthusi- 
asm for his subject. Over the next 
three weeks, Cox holds court on the 
origins of consciousness, the force 
of gravity and the nature of light.

Drinks 

The first step in making a great 
cup of iced coffee isn’t to fill your 
glass with Joe. It’s to fill it with ice, 
all the way to the rim. 

“The more ice, the less water in 
your drink,” says Giorgio Milos, the 
New York-based North American 
barista-in-residence for revered Ital- 
ian coffee brand Illy. “If you just put 
coffee in a cup with two ice cubes, 
the cubes dissolve immediately. But 
put coffee in a cup with 10 of them, 
and it chills down faster.” 

Experts agree: The more con- 
centrated your initial brew, the bet- 
ter. And sometimes, in a steamy 
summer, a jolt of cold Joe can make 
life a little more tolerable. Besides 
providing a caffeine fix, chilled 
java opens the door to different fla- 
vors, brewing methods and serv- 
ing styles. At times, iced coffee even 
blurs the line between dessert and 
drink (Ever heard of an “affogato”? 
See the box at right). 

“Some coffees will just taste 
better than others iced,” says 
Miguel Cervoni, a barista at Per- 
egrine Espresso’s new Logan Cir- 
cle branch (1718 14th St. NW; 202- 
525-5127). “A lighter-bodied coffee 
is awesome iced. And the cool fac- 
tor definitely helps when the heat 
index is about 100. It’s immediate- 
ly consumable, whereas sometimes 
hot coffee might be too hot.” 

There are a variety of ways to 
pour a better iced brew. If you have 
a regular filter machine, prepare a 
pot that’s twice as strong as you’d 
normally make for a hot drink. 
Then, go heavy on the ice, since 
some of it will melt and dilute the

Fred & Friends’ Cool Beans ice cube 
trays ($8, Amazon.com) turn out cute, bean- 
shaped morsels that cool down your caffe 
without ruining the water-to-caffeine ratio. 

Honduras’ Finca el Puente beans make 
a light, earthy brew that’s perfect for triple- 
digit temps, says Miguel Cervoni, a barista at 
Peregrine Espresso’s new D.C. location ($13- 
$15, 1718 14th St. NW; 202-525-5127). 


Try the cold-brewed method by using a basic 
French press in a bold hue, such as Bodum’s 
vivid violet model ($40, 0rganize.com). 


Grind beans just before using them to 
ensure your drink tastes as fresh as 
possible, lily’s Giorgio Milos recommends. 
Pulverize with the sleek steel Capresso 
grinder, which has a blade and beaker 
to help keep heat buildup to a minimum, 
preserving flavor ($30, Surlatable.com). 


coffee. Milos mixes both hot and 
cold ingredients together in a cock- 
tail shaker first, then strains the 
liquid into an ice-filled glass. 

“The best iced coffee is made by 
shaking a double espresso with a 
lot of ice and maybe a little simple 
syrup,” he says. More concentrat- 
ed coffees — like those prepared 
using a French press, stove-top 
Moka pot or an espresso machine 
— are ideal, Milos says. 

Other, less conventional meth- 
ods are worth experimenting with, 
too. Milos likes the surprisingly 
simple cold-brew technique: Load 
a French press with coffee grinds, 
add cold water, and leave it over- 
night for at least 12 hours. In the 


morning, filter and pour. “It’s a dif- 
ferent coffee,” Milos says. “It’s not 
acidic, but it’s sweet and bitter.” 

Baristas at Peregrine use the 
Japanese method of pouring boil- 
ing water atop coffee inside fun- 
nel-shaped Beehouse ceramic drip- 
pers ($15 at Peregrine shops). The 
resulting extra-strength brew then 
drips down into an ice-filled cup. 
Peregrine owner Ryan Jensen likes 
lighter-bodied, citrusy beans like 
those from Kenya or Ethiopia’s 
Yirgacheffe region. “They have 
what I’m looking for in an iced cof- 
fee, something that’s refreshing, 
kind of juicy, if you will,” he says.
